He arrived in Cincinnati yesterday 
morning and then it seems did con­ 
siderable figuring on how he was to 
get hold of the money. According to 
the story toTd the Chamber of Com­ 
merce by the firm there that was to 
back Bada in the transaction he in­ 
formed them that he could not get 
what ho wanted at one place and it

der; I charge him with 
twenty-fiv e 
per cent, of the insanity in the land. 
In twenty years in Indiana alone the 
increase in population was 
twenty- 
two per cent, b ut in fifteen years the 
increase in the insanity was sixty- 
nine per cent. 
I charge him 
with 
thirty-fiv e }>er cent of the pauperism 
and sev enty-fiv e per cent, 
of 
the 
crime. 
I hav e found this to he the 
ease in Indiana and I hav e corro­ 
b orated these figures in ev ery state 
in the nation and ev ery large city in 
the land. 


“There is only one attitude that we 
should take toward John 
Barley­ 
corn, and that is the attitude of eu 
mi tv . 
Now at the b ar of American 
opinion, John Barleycorn asks for 
mercy.

Mrs. Stewart told of the meeting 
of tin* General Federation of Wo­ 
men s club s at Chicago recently and 
of its declaration for woman suf­ 
frage. 
S h e also describ ed graphicly

meeting,

practically ev ery nation of the earth 
and nine states of the United S t a t e s 
were represented. 


Mrs. Stewart told of the first great 
demons! ration 
b y 
suffragettes 
in 
London in 1998 when 15,9119 were in 
line. 
She said that as she witnessed 
the dcmonstration she thought how 
that immense b ody was propelled b y 
the centuries hack of them when wo­ 
man had b een 
disfranchised, 
^he 
also recalled, much to the enlighten­ 
ment of the Rushv ille audience, that 
with one exception, ev ery parliamen­ 
tary b ody in tin* world last year dis­ 
cussed woman suffrage. 
The excep­ 
tion was Turkey. 
“Some folks hav e worried consid­ 
erab ly,” she said, 
“ab out 
whether 
mothers will continue to lov e their 
children when they get the right to 
v ote as if men, b y their legislation, 
had made women lov e 
their 
off­ 
spring. 
Who shall rock the cradle 
while mother goes to v ote? has also 
b een a much-mooted point with op­ 
ponents of equal suffrage. 
The wo­ 
men of Colorado hav e answered that 
question 
v ery 
satisfactorily 
b y 
saying that the candidates 
will he 
v ery willing to do it.” 
But Mrs. Stewart said that it had 
b een shown in Chicago that the wo­ 
men did not worry ab out who should 
rock the cradle b ecause 217,000 of 
them registered for the spring elec­ 
tion. 
She told of the v ictory in Illi­ 
nois where women hav e b een giv en 
as much jxiwer with the b allot as the 
legislature can giv e without amend­ 
ing the constitution. 
She also de­ 
clared the fight for woman suffrage 
was not a ease of sex antagonism. 
Mrs. Stewart 
pointed 
out 
that 
eight million women make their liv ­ 


ing outside the home and that they 
especially need the protection of the 
b allot. 
She declared that the dis­ 
franchised, 
unrepresented 
interest 
always goes to the wall. 
“ There is just as an effectiv e a r­ 
gument lor the b allot for women in 
the home,” 
she 
continued. 
“Nine- 
tenths of the women in the home do 
their own housework. 
1 nev er fan ­ 
cied they were the leisure class, al­ 
though they are some times 
called 
that. 
They are 
wage-earners, too. 
They earn their liv ing, b ut they nev ­ 
er collect their wages.”
